Mom-e-cise 
aids getting 
rid of pains

Inside this workout room 
there aren’t any weight 
machines or stationary bikes. 

There is no hopping, 
bouncing or skipping. In fact, 
the feet don’t even leave the 
ground. 

The pupils in this room come 
in all shapes and sizes. And 
their bulges are not the result 
of too many Twinkies, but 
rather pending motherhood. 

Welcome to mom-e-cise. 

Twice a week, women in 
various stages of pregnancy 
gather inside the Upland 
Magnolia Park Recreation 
Center and wave their arms and 
shake their hips to a better 
body. 

Hey, a Jane Fonda work out 
it’s not, but it gets the job 
done. 

“These exercises help them 
deal with discomforts of

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Alta Loma man at helm of radio revival

Radio programs are making a 
comeback and Steve Fowler is 
ready to entertain receptive 
audiences. 

The Alta Loma man is the 
executive producer of Flocking 
Eagles Production, which wants 
to put on avariety radio program 
similar to those popular in the 
medium’s heyday.

Everyone 
from college students to senior 
citizens listen to radio, he said. 

“About 10 years ago the only 
big radio show was the CBS 
Mystery Theater. Now look at all 
the radio programs there are,” he 
said.

Radio work has captured 
Fowler’s imagination and his 
energies. 

“Myself and the others who 
make up Flocking Eagles 
Productions were looking for 
ways of getting our talents out. 
We looked at video and 
legitimate stage. We asked 
ourselves what we could do to 
use our talent that wasn’t going 
to demand a beginning budget of 


$250,000. Radio was the 
answer,” he said. 

Flocking Eagles Productions 
consists of several individuals 
who either have degrees in the 
performing arts or are working in 
related fields. The group decided 
on its name by chance. 

“We decided that if you work 
with turkeys you can’t get a 
whole lot done. Eagles don’t 
flock you know. We want 
individuals who have the talent 
and the ability to work together 
to accomplish this,” he said. 

The production company 
currently is recruiting writers 
who can produce comedy, 
musicals and drama for a 
proposed nationally syndicated 
radio show.

The deadline 
is March 31.

“Right now we’re taking this . 
step by step. We need to interest 
a sponsor, like Coca Cola, who 
will back the show. But we can’t 
try and sell it until we have a 
product.

Classes are held every 
Tuesday and Thursday from 
6:15 to 7:15 p.m. 

During the time, women 
walk, rock and swing to Chaka 
Kahn, Barry Manilow and the 
big band sound, while Mueller 
closely monitors their pulse 
rates. 

The exercise class helps 
pregnant women overcome 
fatigue and back pain, have an 
easier time during labor anda 
faster recovery from 
postpartum, Mueller said. 

It increases blood volume 
and prevents the softening of 
joints and ligaments that often 
occur during pregnancy, 
Mueller said. 

“It helps the guilt if you eat a 
donut,” said future mother 
Marla Smith, jokingly. ‘But 
seriously, this class does help 
me control my weight and it 
keeps me toned.” 

Her classmate agreed. 

“I’ve had a difficult 
pregnancy so far,” said Tamara 
Haach, who is five months 
pregnant. “I’m here to build 
stamina.” 

Women can stay in the class 
up to delivery. 

“I’ve had a lot of girls deliver 
the day after the class,” 
Mueller said. 

But not every pregnant 
woman is allowed in the class. 

Any person with a history of 
heart disease or premature 
labor, who has had three or 
more miscarriages, is having 
twins or triplets or is 
experiencing any type of 
bleeding cannot join the class.

With reluctance, 
Upland approves 
ambulance hike 


4.2 percent rate increase granted

Voicing reservations, the 
Upland City Council approved 
last week a 4.2 percent rate hike 
requested by Mercy Medical 
Transportation Services, the 
city’s only ambulance provider. 

The base rate for service 
increased $5.90 to $140.60, while 
the paramedic base rate 
increased $8.98 to $213.84. 

Emergency service jumped 
$2.68 to $63.86 and the mileage 
charge rose about 30 cents to 
$7.03 per mile. 

The ambulance company 
requested the increase last 
month, but the council delayed 
the matter until the company 
could prove the need for the 
increase, the first in a year. 

In aletter to the council, 
Mercy Director Homer Aerts said 
an increase in liability insurance 
costs and a future decrease in 
Medi-Cal payments made the 
hike necessary. 

“It’s easy to say ‘We needa 
rate increase’ because our 
insurance has gone up. 
Everyone’s insurance has gone 
up,” said Councilman Al 
Canestro. 

Upland has been battling the 
county health department for 
more than a year over the city’s 
right to have more than one 
ambulance service. 


Dr. George Pettersen, county 
health director, was recently

to select ambulance service for 
West Valley cities, but Upland 
officials have insisted that 
should be done locally. 

Pettersen has said the city 
only needs one service and that 
Upland officials are not as 
qualified as the county to select 
that company. 

“wish that every private 
business had a government 
agency to protect its profits,” 
Canestro said during the 
meeting. 

Mercy bought out its only 
Upland competitor — Canyon 
Medical Services — last spring. 

Eighteen months ago, the city 
sent out more than ten letters to 
ambulance agencies as far away 
as Big Bear inviting them to 
begin service in Upland, but 
received no reply, Mayor Richard 
Anderson said. 

“| guess we’re stuck with it,” 
Canestro said. 

Councilman Frank Carpenter 
pointed out that refusing the 
increase might mean a decrease 
in the quality of service. 


“This city has been one of the 
most vocal in its right to monitor 
the licensing process. 
Nonetheless, it would appear 
that at this point it (the rate hike) 
is a reasonable request,”’ 
Anderson concluded. 


Canestro, Anderson and 
Councilman Bob Nolan 
expressed concerns but joined 
the other two council members 
in supporting the rate hike.

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Miracle of cable School names students of month 
comes to homes

After a dozen years without 
cable television, some Upland 
residents may finally get their 
MTV. 

A proposed new 15-year 
contract between the city and 
GWC 150 — formerly Group W 
Cable — requires the company 
to provide cable to about 2,500 
new homes built during the last 
12 years. 

The City Council will hoid a 
public hearing on the issue at its 
Feb. 17 meeting. 

The company has agreed to 
make the cable available to all 
Upland residents now without 
service within 15 months of 
signing of the franchise. If it 
does not meet the deadline, it 
will be fined $100 daily after 30 
days and increasing until the 
company pays $200 per day after 
90 days. 

“This isn’t intended to 
penalize GWC, but it is intended 
to make it worth their while” to 
extend the system, Assistant 
City Manager Mike Matlock said. 
“We believe the penalties are an 
incentive to perform.” 

Matlock said residents have 
been complaining consistently 


about their lack of cable in their 
new homes. 

“We get several calls a week, 
which by our standards are quite 
a few,” he said. 

Bill Verner, general manager 
of GWC, said his company also 
has received repeated requests 
for service. But the area was too 
Sparsely built to be profitable for 
the cable company in the past. 


Although the density has not 
dramatically improved, Verner 
said the new owners of his 
company believe it will fill out in 
the next 15 years enough to 
make it worthwhile. 

Comcast Cable bought out the 
company last month from Group 
W Cable Westinghouse, Verner 
said. The company has had five 
owners since it signed the 
original 15-year contract with 
Upland in 1971. The city granted 
the company a two-year 
extension through next October 
of its franchise because of the 
buy-out, he said. 

The new non-exclusive 
franchise also would allow the 
company to move past its 
traditional territory south of 19th 
Street and into North Upland, 
now covered by Foothills 
Cablevision.

H.O.T. Tips 


(House of Tools) 


Epoxy a small magnet to the side 
of your vise. You can use this 
when you need a place to put 
small screws, etc. when taking 
another tool apart. 

To prevent wood from sliding on 
your table saw mitre guage use 
double face tape on the face of 
the mitre guage and put a piece of 
medium to fine sandpaper against 
the double faced tape. The tape 
and sandpaper is easily replaced 
when necessary. 

Pegboard hooks get loose and 
often fall out when removing a 
tocl. A dab of hot-melt glue from 
a glue gun will hold them in place. 
Should you need to change the 
location of the hook, just cut 
through the glue with a sharp 
knife. 

A hand screw clamped to a bench 
or table top makes a useful aux- 
iliary vise for small parts.

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Abscesses 





in cats may 


be serious

Q: It seems that we are 
constantly having our male cat, 
which generally stays outside, 
treated for abscesses. 

How Can we prevent our cat 
from getting abscesses? 

A: Abscesses in cats can be 
very serious. An abscess is 
simply a localized collection of 
pus in a pocket under the skin. It 
is Caused by the death and 
destruction of body tissues. Bite 
and claw wounds resulting from 
fighting are the most common 
causes of cat abscesses. 

Male cats that have not been 
castrated have more abscesses 
than other cats. Abscesses are 
frequently found on the head 
near the cheeks and. ears, on the 
legs and feet and near the base 
of the tail. 

Mouth abscesses, especially 
in older cats, may be due to poor 
dental care. Abscesses usually 
cause swelling and pain under 
the skin at the site of the wound. 
However, many abscesses will 
not be noticed until they begin 
to drain sticky, white, yellow to 
yellow-green or blood-tinged 
pus. This pus may have a very 
foul odor. If severe enough, the 
cat may have fever and refuse to 
eat. 

Untreated abscesses may 
extend into the deeper tissues 
and even establish a bacterial 
blood poisoning. Bite or claw 
wounds on the tail or limbs may 
precipitate bone infections 
necessitating amputation. Bone 
infections are extremely difficult 
to treat. 

Abscesses in the ear may 
Spread to the brain causing 
convulsions and a slow, painful 
death. 

Many cat abscesses will flare 
up after appearing to be healing 
well. This is due to the cat’s skin 
healing more rapidly than the 
deeper tissues it covers. The 
infection, therefore, is sealed 
into the deep tissues. 

The treatment of abscesses 
varies with the site of the 
swelling, the duration of the 
wound and with the veterinarian. 
Most veterinarians treat 
abscesses by opening them 
surgically under anesthesia and 
by removing all the visible dead 
and infected tissue. 

Antiseptic and antibiotic 
solutions are used to flush the 
cavity of the abscess after is is 
opened. Depending upon the 
particular situation, the 
veterinarian may or may not 
suture the abscess closed 
following flushing. Several days 
of treatment are usually required 
to get satisfactory healing. 

Because of the serious side 
effects of the abscesses, they 
should be treated by a 
veterinarian.
